For  the  first  time  in  many  years,  several  patients  have  hau  to  '..-ait  a long 
period  for  admission  to  Sanatoria.  This  is  cue  to  lack  of  nursing  ana  domestic 
staff,  and  not  to  shortage  of  beds. 


The  number  of  notifications,  which  include  those  discharged  from  the 
Services,  is  the  largest  for  many  years;  this  is  to  be  expected  during  war  and  is 
general  throughout  the  country.  The  Government  is  doing  a good  deal  to  help  the 
tuberculous  by  giving  them  priority  in  a supply  of  milk  end  other  foods,  ana  in 
addition  a maintenance  grant. 


Food 


Judging  by  outward  appearance  there  has  been  no  lack  of  food  in  the  district, 
Indeed  many,  especially  .omen,  are  steadily  g, toning  weight.  This  is  cue  chiefly  to 
the  preponderance  in  the  diet  of  starchy  food  such  as  sausages,  bread  and  potatoes. 
Milford  is  well  supplied  with  vegetables  of  all  kina,  ana  no  t i th standing  the 
shortage  cf  fish,  almost  every  family  manages  to  get  a certain  amount  of  fish  every 
week;  and  as  a rule  they  have  it  for  no  thing. 

Special  attention -is  paid  to  toe  needs  of  young  children  ana  ample  supplies 
of  milk,  orange  end  bl ack- cu rr on t juices,  cod-liver  oil  etc.  arc  available  for  thorn, 
and  pregnant  ..omen  get  priority  in  respect  of  milk  and  other  foods.

'Ilie  quality  and  quantity  of  too  water  is  very  satisfactory;  and  the 
enormous  demand  has  necessitated  working  the  trunk  main  to  capacity  ell  the  year 
round*.-  A goo  a deal  of  renewals  were  found.,  necessary,  at  the  filter  house  but 
thanks  to  the  ingenuity  of  your  Engineer  toe  Service  never  failed,  ■ It  is  too 
early  yet  to  toll  the  story  of  the  Council'  s great  contribution  to  the  war  effort  in 
affording  a plentiful  supply  of  pure  v/ater*  to  the  Services,  Hospitals,  Factories 
etc,  over  a wide  area;  but  it  can  be  said  that  but  for  the  Prescelly  water  scheme 
many  Services  of  vital  importance  would  have  been  curtailed  and  to  day  a large 
area  of  the  County  would  be.  a dry  and  thirsty  land.
